English News. 

Our files of English journals aro to 
tho 27th of November. Tho great 
floods in tho Northern Counties — a 
brief account of which was received 
por cable— havo wrought incalculable 
injury to tho manufacturing intoroHts. 
At Wigan all tho lactory firos were 
extinguished, while tho Manchester 
and Southport railway was completely 
stopped. At Leeds, tho Airo, usually 
so sluggish, violently overflowed its 
banks, and tho stroots were flooded 
with water. 3ut a more terriblo 
BCene has been wi messed within tho 
town . A barge was upset near the 
bridgo and lay so awkwardly as to di. 
vort tho course of the already swollen 
river. Tho water made channels for 
itself almost at a tangent with its 
usual direction, and tho s]iectn> los 
naturally attractod a considerable 
number of pooulo. .Suddenly a terrace 
on w-hii h they stood partially gavo 
way, doubtless undermined by tho 
Ptreatn, and thirty porsons wore pre- 
cipitated into ihe rushing wator. v At 
least twenty of them sank to riso no 
more. It is difficult to beliovo with- 
out an effort that Manchester itself 
has been flooded in its lower quarters 
by an insignificant ditch liko tho Ir* 
well ; or that Oldham, Preston, Bury, 
Burnley, Rochdale, Wigan, Ashton* 
undcr-Lync, Leeds, liuddorsfield, 
Halif&X, Bradford, Stockport, havo 
all been more or loss submorged 
and their busy manufactories stopped. 
The Reform Banquet at Manchester 
was very largely attonded. For the 
first time, there has boon a cordial 
union between all classes of Reform 
ers, and the effo. ; Las boon to add 
greater strength to tho movement.

The Times believes 
that a collision grows less likely every day, 
but adds that it the Eastern question should 
coma up England will bo disposed to let 
matters take their course, without auy efiort 
to shape them to her wishes.

European Mail Summary. 

London, Monday, December 3 — The great 
Reform demonstration took plnco here lo 
day. It was participated iu by all ihe 
Trades Societies. li was tho most impor 
tant affair of tho kind that was ever seen 
in this city. Folly fifty thousand people 
marched in the propessjou to Ihe place of 
meeting, and there would have been thous- 
ands more had tho weather been fair. 
There wcto foriy-sovcn societies in the hue 
of march, together with various branch so- 
cieties of the Reform League, all divided 
into four grand divisions, with bunds of 
music, bauuirs, mottoes, etc. At noon tbe 
multitude stretched from St James' Park 
along Pull Mall, Piccadilly and other prin- 
cipal streets, to the grounds of Be&uforl 
House, in tho suburbs of Iho city, where 
an immense meetiog is now in progress. 
Seven platforms have been erected, from 
which more than fifty speakers buva ad- 
dressed the masses. Tho stores all along 
the line of march wero closed, but the streets 
wero alive with people, and tho windows 
filled with spectators, Great onthusiasra 
was manifested, but the immeneu crowd 
were orderly and no disturbance occurred. 
The Stars uud Stripes wero borne in tho 
procession, and among the airs played by 
the various bands was tha ' Wearing of tho 
Green.' 

London. Monday, December 3— Evening. 
John Blight was present at the g.-oat Re- 
form demonstration which took place in 
London to-day. In spite ol a heavy rain, 
ihere wore twenty-five thousand people iu 
ihe procession, onlv u portion o^ whom 
could enter the grounds whore the meeting 
was held. Resolutions wero passed amid 
great enthusiasm ; at the conclusion the 
people dispersed peaceably. Mr Bright will 
address an immense audionco to-night.

Gross Outrage on American Travelers 
in Turkey. 

A letter in tho Levant Herald of iba 17th 
of October gives un account ol a e;ross attack 
upon two American gentlemen and a boy on 
their way to Tiflis. Henry Stanley, ono of 
tho number, writes : 

When about seven hours from Afianu 
Kiirahissar, on the 18lh of September, eu 
rosto to Tiflis and Thibet, via Erzoroum, 
from Smyrna, I and my two companions, H. 
H. Book of Illinois, nud u youth ot Now York, 
wero attacked by u band ol robbers, hailing 
from the village of Chihissur, headed by u 
follow nanio Achmet, of Karahissar, unci 
robbed of all our money, valuables end elolln 
ing, to tbe luoo of about 80,000 piastres. It 
would occupy too much spaco were I lo enter 
into minor dotails. Suflico it to state that, 
ufter robbing us, they convoyed us prisoner.! 
in triumph to Chihissur, accusing us of being 
robbers, which brought down on our devoted 
heads uuparalleled ubuso lrom the villagers ; 
the women pelted us with stones, the children 
spat at us, tho men belabored us unmercifully 
with slicks, clubs »nd liretongs. Not com- 
prehending in the least what direction affairs 
hud taken, I must say for myself that I was 
plunged in a stato of stupefaction not un- 
miogled with rage as lo bow and why we 
wero thus treated. We had instantly ucqui- 
esed in all their demands, and were as docile 
as lambs in their hands ; nnd ibeugh when 
attacked wo wero armed with the best Sharp's 
rifles and Coil's revolvers, we had oflerod no 
resistance. When night arrived, they bound 
us with cords drawn so tight around our 
necks that it nearly produced strangulation ; 
in which suffering condition they ullowcd us 
to remain twelve hours. |A passage hero 
recurs relating to the treatment of the boy. J 
No explanations that they can render cau 
gloss over Iho wanton cruelty und malignant 
tretamont to which wo have been subjected. 
Next, two of 111 e ill conveyed us bound, with 
tho moat daring effrontery imaginable, to a 
small town called Rashikeul, with tho state- 
ment lhat we were robbers, where of course 
wo, powerless to explain the myajery that 
tiling over us, were treated as prisoners, ac- 
companied by tho most cruel ubuse ; chains 
wero hung round our necks, liko garlands, 
for iho night. From this place wo were sent 
to Aflunar Karahissar, where wo received i 1 e 
benefit of an interpreter in Ihe poison ol L 
E. l'eloao, agent of tho Ottoman Bank at 
llmt place, who acquitted bimeell very credit- 
ably in that capacity ; the (ruits ol wlicb 
were that we were immediately freed f r » m 
"durance vile." Nor did his generosity 
stay hero ; he lent us ample funds, procured 
us comfortable rooms at lha khan, and fed 
and clothed us, thus acting the part ol u good 
Samaritan to ibree unfortunates. And again, 
through his energetic and repeated appeals 
to Ruouf Bey, tho Sub- Governor of that 
place, all tho robbois were arrests I. A 
strict starch was mode by soldiers in (ho 
village, nnd about 40p. and lwo or three 
articles of clothing wero recovered. The 
prisoners, Achmet, Ibrahim, Hassan, Mus- 
tapha, Bekir, Vely, Umet and three others, 
wero sent under strong guard to Broussa, 
there to be detained till tried according to 
law. Wo arrived at Const, tntioople via 
Broiissn, yesterday, to lay our case before 
tho American Minister, through whose in- 
fluence I hope justice will bo meted out to 
the unboptized rogues, 

As was to be expected, E. Joy Morris, the 
American Minister, lost no lime in addressing 
an enorgelic demand to the I'orlc for ihe 
prompt and severe punishment of the ruffians 
ooucorned. He insisted (1) on tho immediate 
payment by the robbers, or by their village, 
of the value of the money and ollecis taken 
from Stanley and his companions ; (2) on Ihe 
public trial of Aehtnet Eflendi — who is, by 
tho wuy. an ex-cadi— aud Ins nine accom- 
plices, before a tribunal of unexceptionable 
impartiality, and (3) in the cuso ol the three 
ruautfis who ossauited the boy, on the appli- 
cation of tho lull penalty ot the law, accord- 
ing to tbe letl. r ol which this crime is a 
capital ono. " In every interest ol justice 
and morality," says the Levant Herald, "no: 
less than as a protection lor future travelers, 
it is to be hoped thai Morris will insist on 
the law being execcted in its utmost rigor on 
this particular trio of the band. Nothing 
short of this, wo feel convinced, will satisfy 
toe public sentiment in America, nor the just 
indignation of foreigners of all nationalities 
resident in Turkey. Happily, tho case is in 
excellent bunds, and neither, therefore, is 
likely to be disappointed. As a first guaran- 
tee of this, Lird Lyons has, in the absence of 
ao American Consular agent ut liroussa, 
courteously authorized Consul Sandison to 
watch the proceedings at lha trial, which will 
be held without doluy in lhat town."

Tho entertainment was to be one 
of tbo most noticeable international court- 
esies ever extended in the country. The 
vessels in tlio roads was everywhere showing 
tho dtnrs and Stripes alongside ol the Union 
Jack, in honor of the American yaoht fleet. 
A subscription had been started for the 
families ol the four men lost from lliu Fleet- 
wing, {t was headed by a geotloman on the 
Henrietta, who subscribed $500 in gold. Only 
four persons were drowned Irom iho Fleet- 
wing, two being saved, 'iho Henrietta 
would leave for Havre. She made the entiie 
trip on one tack, without tho slightest ac- 
cident. The greatest day's run was 280 miles, 
and the least, 113 miles, which was made 
during the heavy storm, when she hovc-to 
for several hours.

The St. Andrew's Church Festival. 

The St. Andrew's Church Festival, on 
Wednesday evening, was one of Iho largest, 
mo.-it respectable und most agreeable gather- 
ings ol" Ihe kind that lias yet been hold hero. 
Tbo church h-d been tastefully decorated, 
and the Festival was arranged by the ladies, 
who were assisted by a conmiitteo of gentle- 
men belonging to tho society, among whom 
wo recognized the familiar countenances ol 
Messrs Lindsay, Wallace, Gray, Brown, Gib- 
son and Stewart. Over tho pulpit was an 
illuuiiuated oval of stained glsss, on which 
was painted tho burning bush that appeared 
to Moses on .Mount Horeb, and the motto (in 
Latin) of ihe Church of Scotland—" Neither 
is it yet consumed." Beneath the oval were 
tbe words, " Blessed ore the Peacemakers." 
The walls were covered with mottoes in Latin 
and English ; and over tho entranco tbe 
letters " V. II.," with a biasing slar in tbe 
centre, formed of gas-jols, the handiwork of 
Messrs Wallace & Stewart, presented a beau- 
tiful appearance and had a most pleasing 
effect. The lables, which were presided over 
by ladies ol tho congregation and served by 
gentlemen, were covered with the good things 
of this life, to which lull justice was douo by 
the numerous guosta. After supper had been 
disposod of tho company retired to the cburch, 
where they were addressed by the worlby 
pastor of the society, Rev Mr Somerville, who 
gave n brief history ol Iho origin of tbe 
Church of Scotland, and alluded to Iho rapid 
growth ol the branch ol that body wuich he 
has been instrumental in establishing in this 
Colony, concluding by saying that there was 
not /n the coast a more cncrgeiic or deter- 
mined congregation in the proseculion of 
every object and purpose that was good and 
lovely than that of St. Andrew's fapplausej. 
Chief Justice Needham followed with (for 
such an occasion) a rather lengthy but patri- 
otic and oloquent address, which was listened 
to with marked attention by ihe audience, 
and frequently interrupted with applause. 
His Lordship, in the course of his address, 
touched upon the greatness, tho power, and 
the goodness of England, and spoke of her 
deep- sympathy and unbounded charily to- 
wards those in distress, whether they were 
her own or the children of a foreign Stale ; 
ond in recurring to the depressed state of tho 
Colony, begged the people to remember that, 
although their lot hud been indeed hard 
they still had cause for thankfulness at having 
escaped the dire and devastating visitations 
of lire, famine, war and pestilence — scourges 
that had swept over many fair cities and 
lands since the advent of I860. The Chief 
Juslico sat down amid prolonged applause 
Itev .Mr Simpson, ot Olympia, followed with 
a very humotoua address ; the rev. gentle- 
man's voice, unfortunately, was sunk so low 
as to bo almost inaudible 20 feet distant from 
tho speaker's stand. An intermission of u 
few minutes was hero taken, during which 
two cakes, made b'y Piper, and containing 
two valuable rings, one presented by Marks 
and the other by Jungirmann, "vero cut up. 
Il was originally intended to have distributed 
tho pieces according lo number, but owing 
to an unlucky error in the numbering of 
the tickets this system was found tu bo im- 
practicable, and a" lady or gentleman was 
presented with a piece of cako for each ticket 
that she or ho held, without regard lo the 
number of the some. In tho ceutro of No. 
182 was lound oue of tho rings, but no claim- 
ant ciimo forward. The second ring was 
found by a. Mr Jones in his mouth niter he 
had taken a generous bi to of the sweet morsel 
he had drawn. After intermission, an able 
and interesting address was delivered by Jlr 
A. R Robertson. Mr Daniel Lindsay, in n 
neat speech, proposed Ihe health ol the choir, 
and a response was made by Mr JenkiosoD. 
Mr Joseph Joflery, sen., proposed the health 
of tho ladies, whioli was responded, to by Mr 
Lnwi'on, and tho parly separated singing the 
National Anthem. In closing this notico dI 
a vory pleasant reunion, we feel that great 
credit is due to the Indies and gentlemen who 
OompOBe the oboir, under the leadership ol 
Mr Jenkinsoo, lor the delightful sacred music 
discoursed by them. Each pioco waa re- 
ceived with manifestations of luvor, and had 
an encore been orthodox we aio sure that an 
cnthusiuutio one would have been given in 
cvory Instance! The St. Andrew's Church 
Society, from the BU00OBS that has attended 
this efiuri to contribute to tho popular en- 
joyment ami ut tho same time increase their 
funds, have much reason for self»gratulation. 



Newspapers and Juries. — In the neigh- 
boring British Colonies there have been with- 
in the last six years somo half dozen ncti:ns 
against newspapers lor alleged libel Biiits. 
However much the colonists may have mis- 
managed their affairs in other respects, they 
aro far more alive to iho necessity of p'osor« 
ving the freedom of the press than some ol 
our follow ollizeos. Ooe of half a dozen 
trials and twice as many suits, for they are 
a litigous people in Vancouver Island, only 
ono verdict has been returned lor the plain- 
till, nnd in lhat caee ihe jury awarded only 
8f> damages. By the State telegraphic new?, 
of (outlay, we learn lhat after atrial of two 
days in a suit by ono Young against tho pro- 
prietors of the Victoria Colonist, the jury 
found for tho defendants. Iu fact, iu no pari 
of tho British dominions can any snitur got 
damages from a newspaper except the libel 
hiD been malicious in the ordinary sense, as 
well as iho legal signification of tho word. 
Had it not boon for juries invariably inter- 
posing between the ruling of tho judges un- 
der the old common law ol England, aud Ihe 
uica who made the proas a powor in ihe 
Stale, and by their writings re-slraineil ty- 
rants, suppressed vico and extended liberty 
and knowledge — if it had not been for the 
firmness of the jurors — free newspapers 
could have no more been established in Eng- 
land than in Spain or Austria. — San Fran' 
cisco Bulletin. 



Naval. — Tho following items are furnished 
from Panama: II B M's steam eloop Alert, 
17 guns, Commander A J Iness, arrived in 
Panama harbor on tho 10th of December, 
from the coast of Mexico, aud will romaiu 
here for some lime; The only British vessel

Gen. Ciias. II. S. Williams, a prominent 
member of tbo California Bur, was killed 
on Friday last, in San Francisco, under tho 
following circumstance 8 : He had been en- 
gaged in business conversation with somo 
gentlemen on the streot, and proceeded to 
hi3 bedroom, when tho report of a pistol was 
hoard, and on tho persona in the office 
onlerii.g the room, they found the General 
lying on the floor bleeilirg from a wound in 
tho heud, und a pistol in his hand. Il was 
at first supposed thai ihe futal wound was 
self inflicted, but iho unfortunate man ral- 
lied sufficiently to bo uble tu satisfy Dr Ro- 
well, who was iu attendance, that it was 
caused by accident, in carelessly removing 
a pistol from his bureau. He died tbreo 
hours alter the accident happened.
